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Handy ‘fences’ 
seen as link in 
thefts from cars

Police in this area, alarmed 
by a rapidly growing number of 
thefts of ‘citizens’ band radios, 
stereos and radios from 
vehicles, are attempting to 
determine where the ‘hot’ 
items are being sold. 

Some are. ~ reappearing 
locally, but the vast majority 
are not seen again here after 
they are stolen. Law en- 
forcement officials suspect the 
items are being sold in St. Louis 
or elsewhere and are at- 
tempting to find out if the rash 
of such thefts here is organized, 


“There may be one fence 
(who buys stolen items), out 
there who is paying top dollar 


for these radios. and stereos,” 
according to one policeman. 

Thursday night, 13 Granite 
City residents reported either 
successful or unsuccessful 
attempts to break into and loot 
their autos. 

‘The number was much higher 
than of a wie evening, but 
did show that auto burglaries 
are increasing in number 
rapidly. 

Most nights, at least one auto 
is looted in Granite City and 
many mornings, as many as 
five or six such thefts are 
reported. 

During the past four months, 
there was a 77 per cent increase 
in the number of burglaries 
from the same months of last 
year.

Treatment plant to 
receive funds due 


The Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency has given 
“conditional approval” to a 
revised schedule of Granite City 
sewer use fees and as a result 
will release additional grant 
funds for construction of the 
new secondary sewage treat- 
ment plant, it was reported last 
week. 

The new sewer fee schedule 
provides for a quarterly 
payment of $6 by the average 
household. The ‘current fee is 
$5.10 per quarter. 

Mayor Paul Schuler said he. 
was notified of the EPA con- 
ditional approval by Tom 
Bramsher of the grant section 
of the Illinois EPA at Chicago. 

The revised rate schedule was 
required by EPA after notifying 
the city that the original fee 
schedule adopted by the City 
Council in September 1973 failed 
to provide funds for a 
“replacement factor” in the 
financial structure for con- 
struction of the secondary 
sewage treatment plant on the 
Granite City Army Installation 
grounds. 

The original _ schedule 
established the fee of $5.10 per 
quarter’ for the average 
household, and a schedule of

fees for multiple units, business 
and industries that increased in 
accordance with the volume of 
water used. The $5.10 quarterly 
fee was an increase of 88 per 
cent over the earlier fee: of $2.70 
per quarter assessed against 
sewer users prior to beginning 
of construction on the new 
treatment plant. 

Schuler said the “condition” 
upon which approval of the new 
fee schedule is based involves a 
requirement that: all of the 
city’s past bond ordinances for 
all city sewer construction 
projects be revised to reaffirm 
that the construction and 
operation of all sewers or 
treatment facilities shall be 
financed only with revenue) 
from the sewers, and in ho part! 
by taxation.

Although Walker vetoes of 
some bills and his use of his 
amendatory veto authority to 
alter others have angered some 
legislators, there appears to be

Treatment 
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treatment plant construction 

In early September the City 
Council authorized the use of 
$159,000 in-working cash funds 
to make up the balance of the 
September construction claims 
by the Tarlton firm, and early 
this month approved claims of 
$201,877 for which it had no 
funds available to make 
payment. 

City Treasurer Paul Rutledge 
said the release of grant funds 
will meet the total of $372,085 
now due in repayment of the 
working cash fund and the 
September payment to the 
Tarlton firm.

“Using this as a better factor 
on determing the influence of 
the trains on the traffic, one 
obtajns factors of 20 per cent or 
more at each crossing.

Walker overrules state college 
board on site in East St. Louis” 


Gov. Dan Walker on Thur- 
sday said State Community 
College of East St. Louis will be 
located in the heart of East St. 
Louis as a part of the city’s 
redevelopment project. 

Walker said the selection of 
the college site in the Calvert 
Park area of downtown East St. 
Louis was made after he met 
last week with Mayor William 
Mason. 

Mason objected | to a 
recommendation by the Tllinois 
Community College Board that 
the school be located outside the 
central city redevelopment 
area and urged that the Calvert 
Park site’ be chosen. The site 
favored by (the board and 
rejected by the governor was 
larger, cheaper and in a more 
favorable neighborhood, 
proponents. contended. 

Construction of the 2,500- 
student facility could begin in 
summer 1976 and may be 
completed for the second term 
1977-78 ‘school year, Gov. 
Walker said. 

“I think the local community 
knows what's best for itself and 
not some distant bureaucrat in 
Springfield. State government 
should be responsive to local 
needs,’’ the. governor com- 
mented. 

“This educational facility 
should bring new life and vigor 
to downtown East St. Louis and 
will be at the center of the city’s 
master plan for redevelop- 
ment.”” 

Walker last year reversed a 
decision to place the Peoria 
School of Medicine outside the 
Peoria downtown area. 

The East St. Louis facility will 
contain an academic building

and a skill training center for 
vocational-technical education. 

The $4.3 million academic 
building will contain” 
classrooms, library and ad- 
ministrative areas as well as 
specialized learning aid areas 
for. remedial education. A 
media center for graphic’ arts 
and audio-visual aids will be 
part of the” facility. 

‘The skill training center will 
be operated jointly by the State 
Community College Board of 
East St. Louis and East St. 
Louis School District 189. 

A total_of. $7.1. million in 
Illinois Capital Development 
Board Funding has already 
been appropriated for the 
community college project in 
fiscal year 1976. 

Gov. Dan Walker also on 
Thursday announced release of 
$2.8 million in state funds for 
construction projects at two 
other community colleges—the 
Belleville Area College and the 
Lewis and Clark Community 
College, Godfrey 

He released $2.4 million for 
construction of a gymnasium 
and physical education center 
at BAC, 

The state’s contribution 
represents three-fourths of the 
total cost. of the $3.2 million 
gymnasium project 

Over 1,600 students will use 
the gym for intramural athletic 
activities and physical 
education programs. Con- 
struction is scheduled to begin 
in May 1976, and the gym- 
nasium should be finished in 
August 1977. 

Walker released $424,463 in 
state funds to reimburse Lewis 
and Clark for remodeling its

Thursday that he found a 
cautious sense of optimism on 
the part of top Israeli officials. 
Scott said the time may be at 
hand when_an ease of tensions 
will result in| constructive 
economic and social develop- 
ments in the Middle East. 

Scott,is in Israel at the in- 
vitation of the Israeli govern- 
ment which is consulting with 
him on legal and environmental 
problems affecting the area 

After three days of talks with 
President Ephraim Katzir, 
Attorney General , Aharon 
Barak, Finance “Minister 
‘Yehoshua Rabinowitz and other 
government officials, Scott 
said, ‘The political climate in 
Israel seems to be ripe for 
developing a better quality of 
life not only for Israel but for 
the entire Middle East.” 

‘The current restoration of the 
Old City of Jerusalem has given 
Israel_a chance to vividly 


demonstrate to the rest' of the 
world that Israeli technology 
and scientific know-how-can be 
used to the advantage of Arab 
and Jew alike, Scott said. 

The attorney general pointed 
out that the old city is being 
reconstructed as it existed 
centuries ago, while at the same 
time, modern~ sewerage and 
sanitation facilities, 
refrigeration and utilities. are 
being installed in both the Arab 
and Jewish sector. 


Scott ‘said that one of the 
major social benefits of the 
reconstruction has’ been the 
development of a strong middle 
class throughout the area. 

Other Israelis Scott has met 
with inelude the acting 
president of the Supreme Court, 
Justice Yoel Sussman, David 
Ben-Dov of the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and Dr. Uri 
Marinow, director — of 
Environmental Protection for 
Israel.

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Visit to Norway vacation highlight 


Visiting historic ‘sites, ob- 
Serving the customs in various 
regions of three Scandivanian 
countries and reminiscing with 
felatives there provided an 
interesting month's. -vacation 
this summer for Mrs.’ Elna M. 
‘Hoover of Granite City. 


‘Mrs. Hoover ‘said, “On my * 


arrival in Bergen, Norway, I 
Was welcomed by Mrs. Eli 
Tonder who had attended a 
Soroptimist Conference held 
here, Mrs, Tonder gave a dinner 
party to introduce me to Bergen 
Soroptimists and other friends. 

“Bergen is a city tucked into 
the mountains next to the sea 
and despite being far north it is 
mild due to the ocean. In ‘old 
Bergen’ I heard a Greig concert 
ih anold home in which he 
composed much of his music. 


“I traveled from Bergen to” 


Oslo by way of the fjord 
country, which is a series of 
waterfalls each more beautiful 
than, the last one. We visited an 
Old ‘Norge church with 7-foot- 
thick stone walls and all wood 
interior with very old carvings 
of cherubs or baby angels 

led. everywhere, on the 
Peng. walls and even on pew 
doors. 

“During the trip on the ferry 
down the fjord, an interesting 
interchange was made. Our 
ferry stopped midstream and a 
smaller swifter boat came 
alongside and luggage and 
ysome passengers changed to the 
other craft and steamed off up a 
branch fjord. 

“Our bus came off the ferry at 
Laerddstivger and we the 
passengers had to walk off as 
we had boarded on foot. Then 
we ‘reboarded our bus. The 
snow-capped mountains never 
lose the snow even in mid- 
summer. The hotel at 
Maristova was near two swift 
streams and the water could be 
beard roaring over the rocks 
“at all times. That evening two 
pris in costume came ihto the 

fobby and picked, up leather 
straps that had four copper 
bells attached to them and 
mounted the stairs going all the 
way to the top floor and back 
ringing the very musical bells. 
When they again reached the 
lobby floor they opened the 
doors for dinnef in the dining 
room. This is apparently the 
custom of this province. 
Everywhere I found various 
‘customs. only native. to each 
individual area, ¢ 

“Norway: takes ‘use “of the 
small areas that are available 
for cultivation with grain, much 
of which was golden yellow and 

| we learned it was wrape seed 
from which margarine is made 
and also used for cattle feed. 

“When we came back down 
into the lowlands it was quite 
warm and every lake or stream 
was enjoyed by many people. 
They flock to the water 
whenever they can to make the 
most of the summer as it is brief 
and winter is long and cold. 

“Qslo is not as mountainous 
as thé Eastern coast and 
Bergen. In Oslo, I visited the 
Vigeland Sculpture Park, 
Holmenkollen ski jump, Viking 
ship museum, the original Kon 
Tiki Raft.’ A Folk Dance at the 
Teatersalen proved to be a 
display of costumes from 
various Norwegian provinces, 
native instruments, dances and 
what they called song dances. 
Explanations were given of the 
costume and the story of the 
dance. 

“On a two-day trip from Oslo, 


Norway, down the western 
coast of Sweden and into 
Denmark ‘the fellow travelers 
were all Australian. This part of 
Sweden is all agriculture and 
not mountainous like Norway. 

“During the week I stayed in 
Copenhagen, 1 visited Elsinore 
or Hamlet’s castle and the Hans 


Christian Andersen country, | 


and, of course, walked the 
famous Pedestrian street, and 
spent many hours and enjoyed 
the Tivoli, where you can hear 
four bands in one night, and two 
different types of shows. 

“From Denmark, I crossed 
back over into Sweden by 
Hydrofoil. In Malmo, southern 
Sweden, I visited with cousins, 
Ove Bjermo, Elna Bjermo, and 
Unclode Egard Anderson. The 
Bjermos are the children of the 
Andersons but changed their 
surnames many years ago at 
the suggestion of the King for 
those families with common 
names. The name Bjermo now 
belongs to this family and can 
not be used by any other family. 
It does not translate. 

“In Malmo, they pick up TV 
from both Denmark and 
England, and like our old 
movies very much. My cousin, 
Elna had just returned from an 
.international dance festival in 
Nice, France, where she danced 
in the Swedish Folk group. This 
group toured many areas 
through the years and may 
appear in Canada in the coming 
year. 

“This region is called Skane, 
pronounced as Skona, and is my 
father’s country. It is very 
different from Stockholm, the 
capital, which is more urban 
We visited Sofiero palace now a 


public garden which had been * 


the old king’s pride due to his 
love’ of flowers. Then, 
Kullaberg, a national preserve, 
upa mountain to look down over 
the sea. 

“I was puzzled over no 
screens on the windows but 
noted that there were few flies 
and no mosquitoes and all just 
open doors or push out the 
windows. The only place 
mosquitoes are found is in the 
north in the mesquite area 
where they are very small and 
most painful when they bite. 

“The family visited in 
Hesslehom where my father 
grew up. An aunt and cousin 
still live in the old family home, 
Ingeerd and Ake Martensson 
The family. ‘factory’ is still 


“operated by cousin Ake. It is a 


home improvement business 
and the wood working equip- 
ment is in the factory on the 
grounds of the old home. It has 
been operated by the family for 
some 90 years. 

“T went by train from the 
south up-to Stockholm where I 
was met by cousin, Asta 
Martensson, who showed me 
much of that beautiful and old 
city. We spent a day at Skansen, 
which is a combination of old 
Swedish houses and crafts, 
many brought from other areas 
and rebuilt. There is also a zoo 
and children’s park. 

“Stockholm is a combination 
of both very old and extremely 
modern. Much of the city is torn 
up and blockaded with new. 
construction going on. The Old 
Town is narrow crooked streets 
with many original businesses 
still going on. It remains un- 
disturbed within only a few 
blocks from high towering 
skyscrapers. The palace is 
amid all this, too.

$130,000 for sewer planning 


A $130,000 check has been 
received by the Madison County 
Special Sewer Committee as 
partial payment for planning 
work on the proposed Four 
Township Sanitary Sewer. 

The check was from the 
Mlinois Environmental 
Protection Agency and was 
issued to ‘Treasurer, special 
committee for the Madison 
County Sewer Project 1." 

The heading on the check 
presented a problem, since the 
Madison County Board had 
appointed a special sewer 
committee and appointed 
Walter ‘‘Dick'’ Sparks of 
Chouteau Township as chair- 
man, but had noi appointed a 
treasurer. 

The committee, therefore, 
had to wait until the County 
Board appointed a treasurer to 
endorse the check. The board 
did “so at its last meeting, 


| naming Louis Whitsell of

treasurer.

In the same action, the board 
designated depositories for the 
committee and all funds raised 
through the sale of bonds. 
Selected were ‘the First 
National Bank in Madison, 
Granite City Trust and Savings 
Bank, First Granite City 
National Bank, American 
National Bank of Granite City 
and First National Bank of 
Collinsville. 

Sparks explained that the 
engineering and consulting firm 
of Sheppard, Morgan & Sch- 
waab of Granite City has been 
working on plans for the 
sanitary sewer since 1970, and 
has received only $69,000 ad- 
vanced to it by the townships 
involved. * 

‘The $130,000 check received 
from the EPA will be a partial 
payment for their work 

The County Board last week 
designated the firm of Van 
Kampen, Wauterlek & Brown, 
Inc., Chicago as bonding firm 
for the proposed sewer. 


The EPA has awarded a 
$10,309,900 grant to the com- 
mittee for the sewers, but about 
$4 million in revenue bonds will 
have to be sold to finance the 
local share, The bonds will be 
repaid through user fees. 

Harry Hartman has been 
selected as the committee's new 
bonding attorney, replacing 
Horace’ Calvo who resigned 
upon being appointed a Circuit 
Judge.

‘Urge Nameoki funds for Dobrey 


Several residents of . the 
Dobrey Slough area’ of Nameoki 
Township éxpressed 
displeasure last week and 
during the weekend that the 

Nameoki Town Board of 

Auditors had declined to read a 

letter at its last meeting con- 

cerning slough problems. 

The letter was prepared by 
Mrs. Helen Hawkins who lives 
in the area of the slough, and 
was attached to a piece of paper 
bearing the ‘signatures of 19 
slough aréa residents, 

‘The letter was received by 
Nameoki Township Supervisor 
Louis Whitsell at the meeting. 
‘The board’ previously approved 
a policy that correspondence 
must be received by the 
Thursday before a Monday 
meeting if it is to be read at the 
meeting, unless the board 
decides’ tp consider later 
correspondence, 

At the meeting, Whitsell told 
the board, ‘We have a piece of 
correspondence which came in 

= late. What is your pleasure?” 

Auditor Norman Hessler said 
he feels it is up to the supervisor 
to review. all correspondence 
prior to presenting it to the 

rd*and he suggested it be 
faced on file. The other board 
members agreed and the letter 
was held over to be read at the 

board’s next meeting at 10 a.m. 

Saturday, Oct. 25. 

The letter refers to, a 
statement by Whitsell that the 
township is expected to have a 
surplus of more than $100,000 
and should consider worthwhile 
programs for ‘spending the 
money. 

Dobrey Slough residents have 
contended a ditch is needed in 
the slough area to drain areas of 
standing water into a basin 
from which water is pumped out 
of the slough. 

The text of Mrs, Hawkins’ 
letter follows 

“An apt anology of the 
Federal Aid is like giving 
yourself a blood transfusion in 
your left arm, drawing from 
your right arm and spilling 90 
per cent of it on the way across. 

“Let's use some of that 
surplus of well over $100,000 to 
construct a,drainage ditch 
behind Roney, Angela, Hemlock 
and Pine and into the state 
pump station. 

“The funds are available 
through the Revenue Sharing 
program, and now provided 
under the Federal Community 
Housing and Development Act. 
We. have begged the Township 
for many years for some sort of 
help, only to be told that there 
was no money at the township 
level, yet we see our federal 
taxes being spent elsewhere. 

“We are not ‘begging 
anymore, we are demanding 
that the township, under the 
Board of Health, construct the 
ditch immediately 


“We realize the’ Illinois 
Revised Statutes do not provide 
authority for the road com- 


missioner, Albert Bell,  to- 


provide drainage and expend 
funds to remove drainage from 
private. property. The 
responsibility rests with the 
Nameoki Town Board of Health. 

“As you can see from the 
enclosed letter, the township 
has always had ‘the power, long 
before the Revenue Sharing 
program came about. 

“The° Board of Health has 


received notices that a health 
threat exists here as far back at 
1968. The most recent was a 
notice sent June 17; 1974, by 
myself, then the townships 
health inspector. 

“We realize other areas in the 
township need attention as well, 
and I have informed these areas 
of their rights as taxpayers. 
Federal Revenue Sharing is not 
a gift program, All one has to do 
is look at the federal taxes each 
working man or woman pays. 

“Please send a list of all 


Revenue Sharing and state 
grants which you have received 
since the beginning of each, also 
where the funds have gone. 
Through this action, perhaps we 
can judge for ourselves whether 
or not the Nameoki tax- 
payers are getting their so 
called piece of the pie.” 
‘Copies were to be sent to U.S. 
Congressman Melvin Price, the 
Federal Revenue Sharing office 
and the state Community 
Development office, according 


to Mrs. Hawkins. Y 


Future farm exports 
from state promising 


Valuable contacts for future 
farm export business and better 
knowledge of European market 
needs were the immediate 
benefits which. resulted from 
the Illinois Farm Bureau's fall 
sales mission: to Europe, ac- 
cording to Harold B, Steele, IFB 
president. a 

The 13-member mission 
returned to the United States 
last week after a two-week 
schedule of visits with govern 
ment officials and trade 
representatives of the United 
Kingdom, West Germany, the 
German Democratic Republic 
(East Germany), Poland, 
Rumania, Yugoslavia, and 
Hungary. 

“[’'m very pleased witn tne 
results,” Steele said, “While no 
immediate sales were .made, 
contacts have been established 
for future business and we now 
have a better idea of possible 
import needs, particularly of 
the five Eastern European 
countries we visited.” 

Illinois farm products are the 
kind in demand in Easter 
Europe, especially soybean 
meal for use in high energy 
feeding rations for livestock, 
the mission learned. These 
countries are dedicated to in- 
creasing the protein level of 
their people’s diet and con- 
sequently expansion —_ of 
livestock production figures 
heavily in their’ plans to put 
more meat on Eastern 
European tables. 

“Eastern Europeans were 
intrigued with the thought of 
dealing directly with the farmer 
and his cooperative 
organization and this was 
brought to our attention several 
times,” Steele said. 

“They want to be in a position 
of having additional choices 
besides the European Economic 
Community and_ particularly 
West Germany. They also seek 
more independence from the 


_ Soviet Union.”” 


Steele said the ultimate 
success of the mission will 
depend oh future-months and 
years, ‘but I fully anticipate 
that the meetings we have had 
in the past two weeks will show 
that additional Mlinois farm 
products will move into this 
area.'" 

Dale E. Butz, executive 
director of the IFB commodities 
division and a sales missfon 
participant, said there appears 
to be a market for U.S. grain in 
Poland and in East Germany 
where they are interested in 
getting away from dependence 
on West Germany. 

Yugoslavia and Hungary are 
grain producing countries and 
not likely to need much U.S. 
grain, “‘but here again they're 
going to need soybean meal to 
help fortify the diets for their 


livestock population,” Butz 
commented. While the mission 
encountered some difference of 
opinion as to Rumania’s needs, 
the fact remains that Rumania 
has been importing wheat and 
corn in recent years, Butz said. 

Butz said the mission team 
made arrangements for 
commodity price quotations as 
Eastern European buyers 
require them and added that the 
Illinoisans intend to follow up on 
the trade leads they 
established, 

He said the Eastern European 
trade officials are “very much 
tuned in to what’s going on in 
the world, particularly in grain 
markets.” 

“They’te sophisticated grain 
buyers. They've got lines into 
Chicago and they know what's 
happening in the grain 
market.””

“Jed the nation in establishing 
health, labor, school at- 
tendance, safety and suffrage 
laws'’—Walker’s proclamation 
exhorts, Illinois citizens ‘to 
become familiar with ‘Illinois 
Firsts’ and develop new pride in 
the inspiring history of our 


state.” 

To help interested 
organizations observe Illinois 
History Week, the Illinois State 
Historical Society has again 
prepared an Illinois History 
Week kit.

We receive our water bills 
‘each month at Pontoon Beach 
without the previous and 
present reading on them—just 
the amount and gallons used, 
which is estimated for two 
months. The third month is 
supposed to be adjusted for 
overcharged or undercharge on 
the two previous bills. 

In other words, the Water 
District says it reads the meters 
every three months, Several 
neighbors say their meters 
haven't been read in a year. 

I feel that if the district has a 
meter man, why can’t he read 


these meters every month and 
put the readings on the bills, or 
give the readings to whoever 
does the book work. r 

When I ask this question, I am 
told there isn’t enough’ paid to 
put that much time: into it. 

If a person takes a job, it 
should be done right. An at- 
torney told me it wasn’t a legal 
bill without the readings. Other 
utilities put the past and present 
readings on their bills. 

I told them I'm willing to pay 
for any service, but would like 
proof of use. 

They told me that if I’m not 
happy with this, why don’t I 
drive a well. I told them that 


isn't necessary if this can be 
handled properly. 

I still think they could give 
somebody the job to read these 
meters monthly and to make 
bills with full information.

America admired, 
resented in Europe 


The United States is the most 
admiréd, the most hated, the 
most discussed and the most 
difficult to understand of any 
nation in the world, according to 
Nicole Bernheim, foreign editor 
of Le Monde, largest Paris 
newspaper. é 

Madame Bernheim discussed 
“US. peien, Policy As Seen 
from Abroad,” in a guest lec- 
ture last week at Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville. Her appearance was 
sponsored by the SIUE School of 
Humanities in collaboration 
with the SIUE 10th anniversary 
celebration. 

The French editor said 
prevailing ‘‘mixed feelings’ 
among Europeans toward U.S. 
foreign policy result in “great 
controversy” about the United 
States. ~ * 

Identifying _“‘anti-America- 
ns," she said there is one group 
whicli is hostile to the detente 
that has developed between the 
U.S. and Russia, and there are 
“leftists” who support the 
Chinese style of Communism, 
opposing both Russia and the 
United States. z 

Madame Bernheim said 
another group which “hates 
America” consists of people 
who resent the American 
cujture of “hot dogs, ham- 
burgers, television, big cor- 
porations, skyscrapers, etc.” 
This group believes Americans 
are interested only in economic 
exploitation, the editor said. 

But the speaker emphasized 
that anti-American groups, 
“although they ate very 
vociferous,” are in the 
minority, and “very few really 
want the United States to ‘go 
back home’ and be isolationist."” 

American foreign policy is 
supported in preference to 
Russian foreign policy, the 
editor added. 

Answering questions, 
Madame Bernheim said she is 
optimistic about European 
unity. “ a long way off, but 
I'm optimistic,” she said. “At 
least, we've stopped 
slaughtering each other.” 

She believes there is a future 
for the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, and'she considers 
the Helsinki Pact “‘better than 
nothing.’’ But Europeans_are 
skeptical of it, she added. 


Madame Bernheim said 


Europeans are puzzled by the 
American constitutional system 
which would allow the president 
(Nixon) to be thrown out of 
office ‘‘just because he lied. In 
France, he would just have been 
considered a poor witness,” she 
said. < 
Europeans also cannot un- 
derstand the number of guns 
American citizens are per- 
mitted to have, the editor said in 
response to a question about the 
attempts to assassinate 
President Ford. 

“In Europe, we learned a long 
time ago that not everyone 
should have a gun,” she said. 


In answer to questions about 
Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, Madame Bernheim 
said that ‘feelings are mixed.” 

Leftists despise him, she said, 
but “there are many who 
consider him a clever, ac- 
complished diplomat who ean 
be trusted.”” 

The French editor said most 

people who are anti-American 
believe that American in- 
tervention in various countries 
of the world—Chile, Nigeria, 
Spain, Middle East—is solely 
for economic purposes and to 
counteract the Russian in- 
fluence. 
“She said there is a major 
“generation gap” in France as 
far as feeling toward the U.S. is 
concerned. 

People who are old enough to 
remember what the United 
States did for France in World 
War II generally support 
American foreign policy, she 
said. 

The French editor said 
Europeans would like for 
Americans to back the idea of 
Western Europe becoming a 
“third power’ between Russia 
and the United States. 

Madame Bernheim will spend 
a week in the SIUE and St. 
Louis metropolitan area, 
visiting journalism, govern- 
ment=and other classes and 
writing her observations about 
this area. 

Associated with Le Monde 
since 1967, she has traveled 
extensively and conducted 
investigations in Europe. and 
Africa. She studied in Texas in 
1949 and traveled in the U.S. in 
1970 and 1971 at the invitation of 
the State Department.

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Tax suit clouds county purchase 


A question whether the 
Madison County Board has 
violated its own resolution by 
making purchases from the 
IBM Corp. has been raised by 
Dan Partney. of Granite City, 
County Board member. from 
District 21. 

Partney told the board that 
IBM and the county presently 
are in litigation over the 
county's contention that the 
company owes taxes for 
equipment kept on the Granite 
City Army Installation while the 
installation was closed, 

Partney contended that the 
board passed a resolution early 
this year that it would not do 
business with firms owing back 
taxes to the county. 

Louis Whitsell of Nameoki 
Township commented there is a 
legitimate difference of opinion 
whether the company owes the 
taxes to the county, since the 
equipment was ona federal 
installation, which may be tax- 
free. The court case is only to 
determine who is correct. 

He said refusing to do 
business with IBM would be 
“convicting them before the 
trial.” 

Partney took issue with a 
request for the county to pur- 
chase two photo recording 
machines in the County Clerk's 
Office from IBM. 

It was noted the machines 
presently are being leased and 
IBM has offered to apply 40 per 
cent of the rental paid, thus far, 
to the purchase price. 

It further was reported the 
machines tie into the county’s 
computer, which is an IBM unit.
